SEA POWER 

\Says Canada is Vitally Inter- 
I csted in Outcome of 
Negotiations 



The first meet ins of the Tcople's 
For\im for the present session was 
helrt last evoninp In t.lip riuircli of 
the Messiah. The topic ot ' Xavnl Dis- 
armament ond Freedom oC the Sca<>" 
vas comprehensively handled liy Mr. 
GfOTSf- Yovmg. British diplomatist, 
■professor, historian, and author ot 
•world renoTv'n. 

The above subject, in Mr. Vounp's 
opinion. Is or TJartlcular interest to 
Canada tor two reasons. Pirsl, she 
ficts as an Intermediary tetween the 
two nations most vitally concerned 
in the matter, 'Great Britain and ilie 
United States ot America. Secondly, 
because over a century ago she gave 
the lend to the line along which fu- 
ture naval policy will be developed. 

Before the Great War all outsitand- 
iing questions between Britain and the 
"tJ.S. were cleared up by !Lo;d Brycc s 
Chancery under Mr. Young. However, 
aince the world conflict ther« has 
been reason for ■ anxiety In Anglo- 
Àrnerican relations. The most cs- 
•ontlaj factor In the policies of both 
nations is sea power. Vpon the com- 
mand of the sea bos rested the exist- 
ence of Britain and the safety ot the 
Empire. To freedom or the sea the 
Americans owe their original in- 
dependence due to the fact ihai the 
British for a short time lost their 
command of the sea. To this same 
freedom the Americans owe their 
•daily d çt}ilcÉ[&teatv.:t heir food. Under 
Ihé aspects'opMmmand and freedom 
ot the sea.s two wars Jiave already 
,be^ p fuuc ht along the roost.; civilized 



frontier of the world, that separating 
^Canada and her neighbour to the 
soiith. To say that war is unthink- 
able is to say that we cannot thinlc. 
^Ve have got to consider how we can 
^prevent any such conditions as arose 
iin-177S— 1812. 

After the \Var the Americans toolî 
rthe initiative and the principal object 
ol AVilson's League of Nations was 
freedom of tiie seas. As the second of 
the fourteen poinl.ç this was aband- 
oned due to British protest. It was a 
;creat cataatropiie because the Ameri- 
can government fell back upon the 
distrouB policy of constructing a huge 
navy in order to force tiioir views up- 
on the -world. Great Britain retaliated 
by "building the four Hoods. Thus a 
.situation <wa8 created similar to that 
which esisted between Brluin jind 
Germany before the AVar. J'orluna'.ejy 
public opinion on both sides brought 
on the ^Vaahingtpn Conference o. 
aSîl. The U.S. believed that parity 
•was to apply arms in general but in 
reality It applied only to fleet cruis- 
ers. This inisundersinnding caused 
Irlction as regards other cruisers 
used for police purposes. The ill-fated 
Anglo-Krenoh agreement attempting 
to link up the cruiser qucsUon with 
land disarmament thrcnlrntd to un- 
. clasp the liar.ds across the K?a. This

The purpose ot the Conference was tu 
dlsctiss pl.ins for the roinhiK ycnr, 
particularly those nrrlvcd nt by the 
Executives at tliclr g.itherlng nt llo 
anx Cerfs last weekend. Jjr. Gifford. 
who Is on the staff of the irnlloa 
Theological College, was' the speaker 
at the final meeting of Iho Conference. 

Dr. Gifford, who has .spent tlio pa.'il 
twelve months in the Urltlsh Isles, 
set himself as his particular task dur- 
ing that i>crlod, lo discuss how the 
people of tho British Isles wcro gct- 
ing forward with tho task of integra- 
tion ot tho now religion with tho old. 
To do this ho silent part of his time 
In London, tho thought centre ot Eng- 
land, and p.Trt in Edinburgh, tho 
epitome of Scotland. Tho speaker ob- 
served what sort ot religious thought 
was being taught in thcso places, and 
tho effect it was having. 

Dr, Gifford proceeded to outline 
what ho regarded as tho essential 
points in the old religion, the body ot 
Christian thought common to .all 
Christianity. In contrast to this, for 
the past Î00 years there has been 
growing up a new religion, traceable 
in the Evangelical ' Movement In Eng- 
land and other movements in Ger- 
man.\' and France, nationalism de- 
clared that the mind ot man must 
work as freely on rcl|glous questions 
^ o.Ç.S'lt^^other siibject.. This was .di-. 
rcclly in opposition to Scholasticism, 
which was willing to accept authority 
on many points. At tho beginning of 
the nineteenth century came the ra- 
tional examination of the .Scriptures. 
The weakness ot tlio new religion .at 
this particular period was lhat there 
was not one body of unified truth. As 
a result of the development ot the 
natural sciences, tiie wholo Idea of 
the earth as the ccntro of the uni- 
verse was exploded. The settlng-torlh 
of the theory of evolution led many 
men to readjust their religious out- 
look. 

The result Is that we live In an era 
of confusion. In Hrltu'in, there are still 
a few people who .-ilnnd by tho old 
body of truth. Most ot the ministers 
rcïurd cliangi; as liicvllablo, iind are 
trying to get a firm footing in tlio 
new truth, yroin an examination of 
particular niLsslons In I.,ondon nnrl 
Hdinljurgh, the speaker was convinced 
that tho work they were dolng now 
was carryhiîf out Christian Iliiinan- 
Isni, not winning kouIh, In ilm oM 
sense of the term.

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AIRMINDED 

OVER the week-end, Montreal "had the opportunity of wel- 
coming the competitors in the Pord Reliability Tour. 
Twenty-eight planes flew fr om Toronto to the St. Hubert air- 
field on tho second lap of a sixteen day trip that is to cover close 
to five thousand miles. 

Taking advantage of this unusual concentration of aerial 
activity the officers of the Montreal Light Aeroplane Club ar- 
^ ranged to hold an air pageant over the city. They did their work 
■thoroughly and on Saturday and yesterday Montrcalcrs Avere 
- :startled from their usual .^^laid week-end repose by the drone of 
powerful engines. There were army planes flying in formation, 
_ "stunt" planes going through their remarkable evolutions and, 
of course, the inevitable parachute jumps. 

Npv.-.spapcrs aro inclined lo emphasi/:c thi.< phase of pro- 
ceedings unduly: and ihc public, still full of the romance of the 
ij'thing, read it all with wrapt attention. To a certain extent it 
;niust be admitted that this type of flight is of use in the testing 
of new planes, hut they are by no means a? important as the 
"Ordered, scheduled trips of commercial aviation. 

But even these commercial planes, whatever their depend- 
(•'tibility, are but a forerunner of a revolutionary movement that 
'is slov.-iy bill n.one less surely changing man's outlook on 
;'life. And not only on hi? everyday domsstic life but also on his 
jlife as it is cxpr;;S3ed in foreign contacts. 

The students nov.- studying at this university form a section 
•of the first air-minded generation. They have already accust- 
,"i6m3d themselves to the various new conceptions -ftiat haw arisen 
'jdut of the cutting down of time in j-elation to distance. 

The concrete expression of this new orientation at McGill 
" was the i-ibrmation of .the McGill Light Aeroplane Club; In its 
'.two years of existence the club has done more than its share of 
■keeping aeronautics before the student body. During the winter 
it sponsors a series of lectures and suppliments this instruction 
with actual flying. Several members of the club have already 
made their "solos." 

Early in its career the airplane suffered the stigma of being 
converted into an effective piece of war armament. It is slowly, 
through its later service to humanity, living down its former 
evil reputation, and may yet, but cutting down distance, render 
greater service to the cause of World Peace than it did to the 
cause of World W&r.

GROWING PAINS 

A RECENT article in a widely ciiculated publication show* 
clearly tiîat the "good old college day.s" were not at all 
what they are .supposed to have been. Despite the sentimental 
*^*-'|ihsistance of the alumni, it is fairly clear that the student of to- 
"^iîvy has an immeasurably better time than his predecessors. 

This, of course, i.s only natural and to be expected. The 
time.; have changed, civilization lia.s advanced, but in spite of 
this the march of progress in North American Universities is 
veven more astonishing than its counterpart in North American 
•Life. 

We know McQill's past, and as compared with that of some 
■of its contomporarie.'i, we know that its existence lias been a 
happy trtie, botli for the student and for the governing bodies. 
The reason for this .state of affairs is possibly found in the fact 
'that McGill has never laid down any hard and fast rules as to 
' how students shall conduct themselves outside of lecture hours. 

In contrast to tluK policy consider the ca.se of a small col- 
lege which about 1800 iiKstituted the rule: — 
;■ , "Students shall rise at 5 o'clock winter and summer. Their 
•jjrecreations shall be gardening, walking, riding and bathing with- 
;!»ijt doors, and the carpenters', tuners' or cabinet-makers' busi- 
ness within doors, 

•"The .students .shall be indulged witli nothing tiiat tlie world 
calls play; let. this be obiserved with the strictest nicety; for those 
.wjio play when they are young will play when they are old." 

||The con.se(iuences of such a rule at McGill would probably 
'^iiiave been a,s sej-ious a,s they were at the University jii qup_^tioj). 
■';It ,had to give up instruction. 

At late as 1850 cows and pigs were pastured on a certain 
,campus and ,fed on the cook-liou.se refuse, Wst students did 
Ijall their \for]< on slates and libraiics were limited in .size. In 
^one respect at least McGill iias stuck closely to tradition. There 
were no gymnasia, but this deficieiicy was then permament/and 
jiot on the point of being I'elicvcd. 

. U/itil 18.'>0 Princeton students .stood in line for the privilege 
,f)f us_ing the old bath tub. At Yale.it was traditional to have 
,lhe (3ass group.s takeii arijund the college pump. McGill stu- 
.4ents escaped- these difficulties, and even now it would be most 
.,unpieasa.'it, on a cold v/inter morning eveji to reflect on the ne- 
,.*çssity of rwin^ at 5 j^.ijî. , _

Tho 
effect of Iho ICollogir peace I'act has 
liieii to remove the legal asporl ot 
war by outlawing It. This means that 
the old issues of war Including the 
cumninhd and freedom ot the «e.> 
have lost their former status. 

One last levo'nllori roii^lsls In Ilia 
fact that naval v/nrfaro has nnder- 
Rone a profound ■ change. Owing to 
Iho submarino and. Iho aeroplane 
naval strategy now deals with three 
dimensions as malliematlcs with four, 
Mr. Youn;,' quoted Admiral Sliiims o." 
llie Navy as saying that fleets 

could no longer engage with each 
other on the AUantlc. Airpowcr will 
hold tho mastor-kejr to future war- 
faro. 

What llien aro thi solutions to 
Ihoso three revolutlonnry conditions? 
With regard to tho new political re- 
lationship between tho British Km- 
plre and tho United Slatcii of Ameri- 
ca the mutual accoptanco ot naval 
parity would mean that In future tho 
patlcing ot tho seas could not be 
carried on by a single national power 
nor by an Anglo-American alliance 
but by an International union ot the 
navies. Sea law will havo lo bo re- 
vised lu order tn Internationalise the 
command of the .sea and to regulate 
tho freedom of the seas. This boils 
down to tho fact that tho British 
wilt have to renounce tho right of 
prlvnto blockade. This Is a valueless 
right now bocau.se It could no longer 
bo effectively maint.ilned ag.alnst 
submarines and airplanes. Blockade 
at the factory could only be esta- 
blished by International concsnsus o; 
opinion. Therefore public block.ade Is | 
lo be accepted by the U..S. so that <an 
embiirgo may be placed upon war 
material meant for any nation. The 
British are.^to give up their old, right j 
of war-making and the Americans 
are accept the new right of peace- 
making. The substitution underwater ! 
and, alrcra't for surfacecraft is a 
scrloiis problem fur it threatens Brit- 
ish Insular security. Tho submarine 
cannot be abolished like the pi-ivatoer 
of a past age because they furnish a 
cheap coastal weapon for certain 
nations who naturally refuse to give | 
them up. We will havo to accept the 
continuous existence ot submarines 
as well ns airplanes. For' a solution 
lo this problem ot naval 'Isarniament 
as well ns that of marltimo freedom 
we must turn to Canada. 

More than one hundred years ago 
tho Rusli-Bagot Treaty 'unot:i;Ially 
demilitarised the Great I.ake.s under j 
a basis of parity. The terms asreod to 
throught an exchange ot notes soon 
became absalcto but tho treaty has 
boen maintained bccauso It is biised 
on peaceful feeling In Canada and 
tho U.S. Tho Channel could also 
bo demilitarised under an interna- 
tional agreement. This zone could be 
e.Ytondc<l to includo tho Caribbean 
and the Mediterranean until finally 
naval base^ would bo swept from tho 
seven seas and naval disaniiaiuciit 
along with freedom of the seas would 
come into being.

Continued from pag? one) 
religious leaders were quite unaware 
of this. \Vliat the 13vanKel;cal Move- 
ment is doing is different from what 
it thinks it is doing. 

Dr. Glfford went en to say some- 
;hlng of the position of the Ksttiblish- 
cd Church in England. In his opinion, 
the present cond.tions in the Church 
result from the Elizabethan Settle- 
mr:;'.. a (■oniprrmi.';p affected for 
po!:; icai p;;;'pcscs. nfii.Efinn Is llio o:ie 
;!i:ng In wh;r!i There can I'C nn coin- 
p:or.i;se. K the Church i.s to ni'ir.tnin 
Its self- respect, the speaker saw Dis- 
establishment as the outcome, though 
It may requiro considerable time yet. 

In his concluding remark.'; Dr. Glf- 
ford expressed hlm.sclf as bei,^g of the 
opinion that the future lies with the 
modernist movement. Men like Dick 
Sheppard st::n;l liit re closely for ■what 
our Lord stood than organised Chris- 
tianity h!is for years. Through the 
new religion is the way to a fuller 
life.
